LTFC buys site 
as new stadium 
plan advances

LUTON Town FC has announced 
the purchase of land near Junction 
10a of the Ml bringing a new stadi¬ 
um a massive step closer to reality. 

While it has not been confirmed 
that this is the new location for the 
new stadium, it is an important step 
forward for the club in what has 
been a long discussed proposal to 
find a new home for the Hatters. 

Chief executive of the club, Gary 
Sweet, said in the Portsmouth pro¬ 
gramme notes: “I have the pleasure 
to inform you that our shareholders 
are in the throes of purchasing a 40 
acre plot of land adjacent to the JlOa 
spur at a land cost of £10m. 

“More precisely, we have held this 
piece of land under a registered 
option since 2013 and made the first 
sizable payment this summer, 
resulting in the land now being in 
our control.” 


The land had been set aside as a 
possible location for the new stadi¬ 
um by Luton Borough Council, as 
opposed to Power Court and a site 
behind Venue 360 in Gipsy Lane. 

It was set aside as part of the local 
plan, which states the Stockwood 
Park site ‘addresses the need to 
remove a high traffic generating use 
with associated amenity and com¬ 
munity safety issues, away from a 
dense and congested part of the 
town to a more sustainable location’. 

However, despite the purchase it 
has not yet been confirmed as the 
location for the new Hatters ground. 

Mr Sweet added: “It could suffi¬ 
ciently accommodate us, it could 
also serve as a valuable asset to help 
deliver a stadium elsewhere or near¬ 
by.” 

Fans at Kenilworth Road reacted 
positively. 

Mark Chandler said: “I think it’s a 
good thing. I have to travel from St 
Albans and hopefully it will improve 
parking. I say bring it on. As long as 


it’s within the boundaries of this 
area, I’m up for it. 

“As far as the club moving out of 
the town, it had to happen. It’s hap¬ 
pened with every club.” 

Lewis Benkin said: “It will be good, 
especially for people coming from 
outside of Luton. Convenience for 
the fans is paramount and parking 
will be so much easier. 

“I hope we can bring the atmos¬ 
phere with us. Kenilworth Road is a 
great old ground and I hope we can 
take that to a new stadium.” 

Tommy Ecot, from Hitchin, said: “I 
think it’s about time. My dad’s 
50-odd and he never thought in his 
lifetime we’d see a new ground so it’s 
good to see some progression.” 

But Richard Slade, season ticket 
holder for over 30 years, was not so 
keen: “I’m not a fan of it. It sets it up 
yet for another soulless out of town 
stadium. I travel from 70 miles away 
but even if it’s easier out of the town 
I’m not a fan. Maybe it’s the only 
choice we’ve got.”

Police a 'no show’ for 
community meeting

BEDFORDSHIRE Police has 
been slammed for not attending 
a justice campaign meeting on 
Wednesday evening, despite 
saying it wanted to ‘work 
closer’ with the community. 

The meeting, which took place 
at Bury Park Community and 
Resource Centre, was organised 
by Luton 4 Justice and headed by 
representatives of the Leon 
Briggs, Faruk Ali, Mayah Shazad 
and Istiak Yusuf justice cam¬ 
paigns. 

Instead of attending the meet¬ 
ing, Bedfordshire Police sent a 
letter updating those involved 
and explaining why it didn’t 
attend. 

Deputy chief constable Mike 
Colbourne said in the letter: 


‘Bedfordshire Police will contin¬ 
ue to do all we can to support 
these families and will be happy 
to meet with family members 
and their representatives.’ 

Police and crime commissioner 
Oily Martins and representatives 
from the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
were also invited, but neither 
made an appearance. 

The IPCC representatives also 
sent a letter in lieu of attending. 

Luton on Sunday contacted Mr 
Martins to comment on why he 
didn’t attend by he chose not to 
respond. 

Attiq Malik, lawyer for Mr Ali 
and the families of Mr Yusuf and 
Mayah Shazad, read out the let¬ 
ter at the meeting and said: “I 
don’t understand how they can 
speak about community engage¬ 
ment and then nobody shows up 


at a community meeting which 
they were invited to.” 

Liberty Louise, from Justice 4 
Leon Briggs, said: “Given what 
we’re discussing, I can’t believe 
nobody from the police or IPCC 
came along, it’s disgusting.” 

On his reasons for not attend¬ 
ing, Mr Colbourne said: “As there 
are on-going IPCC investigations 
into the cases relating to Mr 
Briggs and Mr Yusuf, as well as 
an on-going misconduct investi¬ 
gation relating to Mr Ali, it is not 
appropriate at this time for 
Bedfordshire Police to comment 
further.” 

The results of a independent 
report into the safety of 
Dunstable Road, initiated by the 
legal team of Mayah Shazad’s 
family, was also unveiled at the 
meeting, saying the road put 
pedestrians at ‘constant risk.’

MAN DIED FOLLOWING ASSAULT 

A 24-YEAR-OLD from Lithuania 
has been named as the man who 
died following a serious assault 
in Dunstable. 

Tomas luska, 24, was badly 
injured following an altercation 
in Court Drive at 3.20am near 
the Gary Cooper pub last Sunday. 

He was taken to the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital in a critical 
condition but he died on 
Wednesday. 

A 21-year-old man from Luton 
was arrested on Sunday on suspi¬ 
cion of causing grievous bodily 
harm and has since been 
released on bail. 

MUSLIM STICKER MEN IN COURT 

A GANG of men were in court 
this week accused of criminal 
damage after they allegedly post¬ 
ed hundreds of stickers on lamp- 
posts urging Muslims not to vote 
ahead of May’s general election. 

Ziaur Rahman, 37, Ibrahim 
Anderson, 38, Anees Farooq, 27, 
and Mohammed Alamgir, 36, all 
from Luton, appeared in 
Southwark Crown Court on 
Tuesday following the campaign 
in Newham, East London. 

The stickers the men are 
accused of plastering across the 
area read; ‘Warning: voting for 
man-made law is shirk associat¬ 
ing with Allah-Islam the right to 
campaign’ and were spotted in 
the run up to the election. 

The four men will appear in 
court once again on November 10 
for a plea and case management 
hearing. 

SUSPENDED COUNCILLOR RESIGNS 

ANOTHER senior councillor has 
resigned from his executive post 
following his suspension by the 
Labour party. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf is said 
to have called council leader 
Hazel Simmons from his holiday 
in Pakistan and resigned. 

He follows his colleague cllr 
Waheed Akbar who last week 
said he stepped down from the 
executive for ‘personal reasons’. 

The Labour party has declined 
to give a reason for cllr Ashraf’s 
resignation or his suspension. 

Luton on Sunday understands 
replacements for both council¬ 
lors will be chosen at a meeting 
next month. 


PCC names his top choice for chief constable 

THE county’s police and crime com¬ 
missioner has named deputy chief 
constable Jon Boutcher as his pre¬ 
ferred candidate to lead Bedfordshire 
Police. 

PCC Oily Martins announced on 
Wednesday he considers Mr Boutcher 
the most successful candidate for 
chief constable following an intensive 
two-day assessment, but Mr 
Boutcher’s appointment is dependent 
on a confirmation hearing on 
September 15. 

This will be hosted by the 
Bedfordshire Police and Crime Panel, 
the committee of local councillors 
and lay members who scrutinise the 
work of the commissioner. 

Mr Boutcher, who joined 
Bedfordshire police as deputy chief 
constable in June last year and has 
almost 31 years of experience, said: 

“It is a real privilege to be successful 
in the selection process for chief con¬ 
stable of this fabulous force. 

“We have got lots of work to do in 
continuing to improve the service the 
force is providing to our communities 
and there are many challenges

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Animals line up for annual count 


KEEPERS at Whipsnade Zoo in 
Dunstable took on a big challenge this 
Wednesday when they coaxed 
thousands of animals onto the scales 
for their yearly weigh-in. 

From tiny beetles and rare butterflies, 
to cumbersome camels and mammoth 
elephants, all sorts of incredible crea¬ 
tures were greeted with tiny rulers and 
giant sets of scales, as keepers began 
recording the vital statistics of each of 
the zoo’s almost 3,000 animals. 

Two-hundred different species kept 
at Whipsnade, many of them on a glob¬ 
al ‘red list’ of threatened species, need 
their details recorded to ensure that 
the health and wellbeing of each ani¬ 
mal can be closely monitored by keep¬ 
ers throughout the year. 

A range of techniques were used for 
the count, from putting a bald eagle’s 
perch on top of a set of scales, to 
encouraging a baby sea lion onto the 
weighing-board with fishy treats.

It’s a hard knock life 
to make a living here

LUTON has been dubbed one of the 
worst places in the country to earn a 
crust. 

According to a recent study con¬ 
ducted by Totally Money, the town 
has been ranked 45th out of 64 towns 
and cities across the United Kingdom 
on how easy it is to make a living. 

The study was carried out to see 
where, on average, people have the 
most money left over each month 
after paying their bills. 

Deputy leader at Luton Borough, 
Sian Timoney, said: “We have a num¬ 
ber of well paid jobs on offer in Luton 
but I’d say around half go to people 
living outside the town. 


“One of the council’s main priorities 
is to create more highly paid, highly 
skilled jobs in the town, while also 
building up local people’s abilities 
and skills so we can move people into 
these roles. 

“An example of this is with the air¬ 
port’s expansion, which will see a 
number of jobs in aerospace created 
that we want to fill predominantly 
with people from Luton, increasing 
their wages.” 

Konni Deppe, who works closely 
with a number of High Town shops 
and other businesses to promote the 
area, blames business rates being set 
too high and footfall being low in 
High Town. 

“This is making it hard for busi¬ 
nesses which I’ve spoken to. 


“People in the area, especially shop 
owners, just don’t have a huge 
amount of expendable income.” 

Cllr Timoney also said that the 
increase in rents is playing a huge 
part in the problem. 

She added: “Housing costs in Luton 
are ridiculous. 

“We have people in the town who 
are on such high rents that they could 
be paying a mortgage off, but are 
unable to get one because of the 
wages they are on. 

“People who work in London are 
being attracted because it’s cheaper, 
but it just makes it really difficult for 
people from Luton to compete finan¬ 
cially. 

“It’s daft really and needs to 
change.”

MINISTER Nick Gibb is requesting an urgent 
meeting with education chiefs in Luton after 
schools failed to meet the required standard 
for key stage 2 SATS results. 

The countrywide figure of children who 
achieved a level 4 in their SATs sits at 80 per 
cent, up from 78 per cent last year and 62 per 
cent in 2013. 

Luton however is one of five areas to be sin¬ 
gled out as the lowest performing authorities, 
scoring just 73 per cent. 

Joining it is Bedford, Poole, Medway and 
Doncaster. 

Schools Minister Nick Gibb has said he 
wants to see an improvement in the five areas 
with the lowest scores. 

He said:“I will be writing to the director of 
children’s services and directors of education 
of councils that are bottom of the league 
tables and asking that they meet me as a mat¬ 
ter of urgency to explain how they intend to 
improve the teaching of reading and arithme¬ 
tic in the primary schools under their con¬ 
trol.” 

A spokeswoman for Luton Borough Council 


said: “Luton’s performance presented by the 
Department for Education is based on provi¬ 
sional data and will not reflect our final 
position once the validated and checked data 
is released. 

“Luton’s headline results always improve 
once the results of discounted children are 
removed from individual school’s figures. 

“When the final data is released we antici¬ 
pate that the performance measure currently 
being quoted will increase by three per cent, 
improving on last year’s results and continu¬ 
ing the upward trend of the last four years.” 

If there is a three per cent increase, this 
would still leave Luton four points below the 
national average. 

The spokeswoman added: “Luton is ambi¬ 
tious for all its children and young people and 
is determined to continue to build on the 
improvements that have already been 
achieved in all phases. 

“There is also a relentless focus by schools 
and the council on improving the quality of 
teaching to raise standards. 

“We are proud of the many positive indica¬ 
tors, not least the fact that the proportion of 
children attending good and outstanding 
secondary schools is among the highest in the 
country.” 


Lucky girl leads donor call

WHEN six-year-old Dunstable girl Holly May 
Chapman became unwell, and her father 
noticed she looked like she had a collapsed 
lung, it was the beginning of a tense and 
emotional journey for the family. 

In March 2011 the youngster was rushed to 
the Luton and Dunstable Hospital and then 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital where doctors dis¬ 
covered a cancerous tumour in her chest 
wall. They told parents Katrina and John it 
was a ‘very aggressive cancer’ which did not 
respond well to treatment. 

Katrina said: “During treatment you live in 
a bubble and you just concentrate on your 
daughter. She had a scan and luckily the 
tumour had started to shrink. 

“She had a couple 
of operations and 
her breathing got so 
bad they said she would 
have to have a five-week 
course of radiotherapy 
every day. She was poorly 
throughout the whole treat¬ 
ment, but within eight months the 
cycle of chemotherapy finished and in 


December 2011 we were told that she was in 
remission.” 

Mum Katrina said Holly, pictured, was given 
‘an awful lot of blood transfusions’ and 
platelet transfusions 
during treatment. Last 
week, she was chosen 
by the blood dona¬ 
tion centre in St 
George’s Square as 
the poster child for a 
new campaign 
aimed at inspiring 
more donors. 
Katrina 
added: “We 
want to sup¬ 
port the 
work they 
are doing.

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Airport bosses to 
fight noise rules

LUTON Airport has submitted an applica¬ 
tion to ‘simplify' noise limits it says will tar¬ 
get quieter planes during its expansion. 

Neil Thompson, operations director at the 
airport, said restrictions placed by Luton 
Borough Council in 2013 on its plans to dou¬ 
ble passenger numbers meant modern planes 
- which are quieter - had lower noise limits 
than older, noisier aircraft. 

The condition places a limit 24/7 on noise 
levels generated by all aircraft. 

Mr Thompson said: “What we want to do is 
to have one limit for the day time and one for 
the night time because with the current con¬ 
dition, if you are a quiet aircraft, you have a 
lower noise limit and if you are a noisier air¬ 
craft you have a higher limit. We want to tar¬ 


get noisier aircraft and encourage the airlines 
to use quieter aircraft.” 

The expansion is expected to boost passen¬ 
ger capacity from 12 million to 18 million. 

However, the plans have been meet with 
opposition from a number of groups, includ¬ 
ing St Albans City and District Council. The 
authority said the new limits would result in 
‘significant noise disturbance’ for residents. 

It said: “We objected to the original plan¬ 
ning application due to significant concerns 
relating to noise from the development and 
aircraft. The variation of the condition would, 
in the opinion of this council, increase noise 
over and beyond levels that were previously 
considered unacceptable. This would result 
in significant noise disturbance to the ameni¬ 
ties of residents in the district.” 

Luton Council has yet to decide on the 
application. 


Investigation into police cell death 


THE family of a man who died in 
police custody in June have welcomed 
an investigation into his death hoping 
they will get justice for their son. 

Istiak Yusuf, 25, from Luton, was 
arrested by Bedfordshire Police offic¬ 
ers at an address in Luton at 8.47am 
on June 13, and taken into custody. 

He became unresponsive, died in his 
cell, and an investigation has since 
been launched by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission. 


A preliminary pre-inquest review was 
held at Ampthill Coroner’s Court on 
Thursday for an update on the investi¬ 
gation, ahead of the full three day jury 
inquest set to be held on December 
15,16 and 17 this year. 

His mother, Syede, said after the 
review: “I hope that this investigation 
will bring justice for Istiak and that 
because of this that no families will 
experience this happening to their son 
or family member.”

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Private rented homes burgled more often

MORE money could be spent 
on the controversial Luton 
Dunstable busway project - 
which opened two years ago 
and could still yet go over its 
£89.2 million budget. 

Luton Borough and Central 
Bedfordshire councils have to 
decide on how to fund part of 
a new round of works worth 
£1.2 million which includes 
building three new stops. 

This new expenditure is on 
top of the construction costs 
for the scheme, compensation 
for residents who live along 
the route and its yearly main¬ 
tenance cost of £200,000. 

It has also emerged that a 
draft report of the accident 
that took place on the busway 
on August 1 has determined 
that ‘driver error’ was the 
cause of the incident which 
injured three people. 

The latest revelations came 
from Luton Council’s trans¬ 
port manager during a meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday. 

He said it was ‘difficult’ for 
the authority to predict the 
scheme’s final cost as a num¬ 
ber of financial matters were 


still unresolved. 

He said: “One of the issues is 
that we have got an amount of 
money that’s been allocated 
in the budget under the Land 
Compensation Act, which is 
effectively the disturbance of 
the residents who live along¬ 
side the busway. 

“We have received a number 
of claims but we have a bit of a 
problem because the person 
that was working on the 
claims left at the beginning of 
the year for personal reasons. 

“But he has agreed to come 
back and complete that work 
so we will have a better idea in 
the next few months.” 

He said £800,000 of the 
money needed for new bus 
stops was coming from a 
regional fund but added that 
both councils had to find the 
remaining £400,000. 

The outstanding financial 
issues have led Liberal 
Democrat councillor David 
Franks to call on the council 
to release all the financial 
data on the scheme once the 
matters are settled. 

Luton council has spent the 
last two years locked in dis¬ 
cussions with construction 
firm BAM Nuttall over the 
final construction bill. 


Speaking after the meeting, 
Cllr Franks said: “Whether 
they supported the busway 
project or not, Luton taxpay¬ 
ers are entitled to know how 
much of their money has been 
spent on it and as soon as the 
land compensation claims 
and the construction costs 
have been sorted I will be 
expecting to see all the figures 
made public.” 

His comments have been 
echoed by community activist 
Doreen Steinberg who said 
the situation was a ‘disgrace’ 
and trade unionist Jim 
Thakoordin who said the bus¬ 
way was ‘under-performing’. 

A Luton council spokes¬ 
woman said ‘a lot of progress’ 
had been made in the negotia¬ 
tions in recent months and 
that a final figure was expect¬ 
ed by the end of the year. 

However, she also said some 
of the information was sub¬ 
ject to a ‘confidential agree¬ 
ment’. 

She added: “It should be 
noted that, under part 1 of the 
Land and Compensation Act, 
residents affected by the oper¬ 
ation of the busway have up to 
six years to submit a claim, so 
the final costs will not be 
known until that time.”

SEX education lessons in 
schools should be taught by 
trained professionals rather 
than teachers to combat the 
issue of teen pregnancy, a 
leading local expert has said 

Alison Hadley, director of 
teenage pregnancy knowl¬ 
edge at the University of 
Bedfordshire, said Office of 
National Statistics (ONS) fig¬ 
ures released on Tuesday, 
revealing teenage conception 
rates nationwide have almost 
halved in the last 17 years, 
show how ‘long term preven¬ 
tion programmes take time 
to have their full impact’. 

But the ONS data showed 
Luton’s conception rate for 
girls aged 15-17 in spring 2014 
was 30.1 per one thousand 
girls, compared to 23.2 
nationwide. 

Ms Hadley said: “Pregnancy 
prevention strategies are 
most effective when they 
build blocks of knowledge 
and confidence early on. 

“It’s so important for chil¬ 
dren to be taught by trained 


professionals rather than a 
school teacher who feels 
embarrassed by it. 

“A parliamentary report 
published in February rec¬ 
ommended only trained pro¬ 
fessionals should be teaching 
sex education. It should be a 
statutory requirement.” 

She added: “Headlines 


about sex education in pri¬ 
mary school are misleading, 
it’s not about teaching five- 
year-olds how to have sex. 

“Primary sex education is 
very basic - naming body 
parts, learning to tell ‘good 
touching’ from ‘bad touch¬ 
ing’. It focuses on protecting 
children from abuse.”

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Work football game 
ends in court fight

A FIVE-a-side football match during the 
lunch break at a Dunstable firm left one 
player with a bleeding nose and the other a 
broken cheek bone. 

Garry Duncan was angry when he was acci¬ 
dentally elbowed in the face by Guido 
Gasparri at Lantec in Lovett Way on the 
Woodside Industrial Estate. 

He swore at Mr Gasparri, who is from 
Somalia, and headbutted him during a strug¬ 
gle. Other workers separated the men. 

Mr Gasparri was taken to the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital, where three metal plates 
were placed into a fractured left cheek bone, 

Luton Crown Court heard on Monday. 

Gabrielle McAvock, prosecuting, said Mr 
Gasparri missed a goal and put his head in 
his hands. When he moved his hands back his 
elbow hit Mr Duncan in the face, causing a 
nose bleed. 

Duncan told the police that during the 
struggle Mr Gasparri had got him by the 
throat and he felt intimidated and tried to get 
him off. He said Mr Gasparri had threatened 
to kill him. 

Duncan, of Jubilee Court, Dunstable, plead¬ 
ed guilty to inflicting grievous bodily harm 
on August 5 last year. 

His barrister Ross Talbott asked the judge 
for an indication of the maximum sentence 
he would receive if he pleaded guilty, which 
was said to be 16 months. 

Sentence was adjourned until September 14 
and he was granted bail.

Iconic car firm 
made its mark 
on the roads 


THIS week Howard Chandler tells us how a 
big employer was remembered on the roads. 

VAUXHALL Motors played a big part in the 
growth of Luton in the 20th century providing 
employment for tens of thousands of people. 

So what street names are linked to it? 

Vauxhall Road was built in the 1930s to 
connect Kimpton Road and Gipsy Lane but 
was closed to public traffic in the 1980s. 

In 1983 the central section of the East 
Circular Road from Hitchin Road to Airport 
Way, passing by the side of the Vauxhall fac¬ 
tory, was given the name Vauxhall Way. 

In 1953 Wyvern Close, off Humberstone 
Road, was named after the Vauxhall Wyvern 
which was introduced in 1948. 

Viscount Close, leading off Limbury Road, 
was named in the late 1960s after the luxury 
Vauxhall Viscount (1966-72). 

In 1995 Cavalier Close, a small road off 
Runfold Avenue, was named after the popular 
Vauxhall Cavalier (1975-95). 

I thought these were the only ‘Vauxhall’ 
roads until I read about four men who played 
a large part in the company’s early success.

WAR 

YELLOW DEVILS WW1 EXHIBITION 

Wardown Park Museum 

Now until December 31 

THE spotlight is on Luton’s contri¬ 
bution to the war effort at the lat¬ 
est exhibition at Wardown Park 
museum. 

History buffs and those with an 
interest in the local area can get 
lost in the different artefacts and 
materials from the ‘Yellow Devils’ 
on display. 

The Bedfordshire Regiment, 
which was the 5th territorial bat¬ 
talion, fought at the Gallipoli pen¬ 
insula in Turkey in 1915. 

Most of the men came from Luton 
and the surrounding areas and on 
July 23-25 they went on a 60-mile 
farewell march through 
Bedfordshire, from St Albans to 
Luton via Dunstable and Bedford. 


Although the entire battalion was 
not needed for the Gallipoli cam¬ 
paign, the recruits all went together 
because they did not want to be 
separated. 

Nigel Lutt, a trustee and archivist 
at the Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire Regiment Museum 
Trust, said: “The battalion had a 
very distinctive military history. 
The point is that they were the local 
territorial battalion, so it was the 
nearest they had to a pals battalion 
- men who were recruited from the 
same area. Most of the areas with 
pal battalions lost many of their 
men in one go. Fortunately things 
were never that bad in Bedfordshire 
and Luton.” 

The exhibition at Wardown Park 
marks the centenary of the Yellow 
Devils. Their nickname came from 
a badge on their arm which shone 
in the sunlight. 

Nigel said: “This exhibition is 
about reminding the town about 
the part that they played. 


“The 5th regiment was unusual in 
that they had trained together 
before the war and they were the 
only battalion of Bedfordshire to 
serve in Gallipoli while ah the oth¬ 
ers went to the Western front. 

“We have some photographs of 
the march through Bedfordshire 
before they went overseas. We have 
some personal momentos of sol¬ 
diers who enlisted and we have the 
diary of a soldier from Dunstable 
who recorded his experiences. 

“We have a band master’s baton 
from a soldier from Luton and we 
also have some Turkish relics taken 
from the battlefield by some of the 


men from the battalion. 

“I think people who visit the exhi¬ 
bition will probably get a clearer 
idea of the part the local battalion 
played in the Gallipoli campaign. 

“The campaign as a whole was a 
failure. We have a bust of Winston 
Churchill on display and as First 
Lord of the Admiralty he carried 
the buck for much of the failure 
until he became a successful prime 
minister.” 

The event is free to attend. For

BMW I Series 

Take a look inside... 


BMW’s I Series gets sleeker 
styling, a range of more 
economical engines including 
an all-wheel drive diesel and 
a refreshed interior. There’s 
still the brilliant M 135i to head 
up the range, but at the other 
end there’s a super-economical 
three-cylinder I 16d that can 
manage more than 83 mpg. 

As well as the usual quest to 
drive down emissions, BMW 
has also done its best to sneak¬ 
ily add a little more poke under 
the bonnet where possible. The 
I Series petrol-engined range 
starts with the 1.5-litre three 
cylinder I 18i with I 36PS and 
the 1.6-litre 120i with 170PS. 
Then there’s the 2.0-litre 
218PS 125i, and at the top 
of the range is the ferocious 
little M 135i, with a three-litre 
straight six that cranks out 
326PS. Pedal this one hard and 
62mph flashes by in just 4.9 
seconds. 

The biggest change has come 
in the diesel range. The 1.5-li- 
tre three-cylinder engine in the 
improved BMW I 16d generates 
I I6PS and 270Nm of torque, 
an increase of I ONm compared 
to its predecessor. A new 
four-cylinder diesel engine is 
offered in three states of tune: 
the I 18d generates 150PS, the 


120d has I90PS, and the I25d, 
with its multi-stage turbocharg¬ 
ing, cranks out 224PS, enabling 
this model to reach 62mph 
from rest in just 6.3 seconds. 

One consequence of run¬ 
ning a transmission tunnel 
through what has been a rather 
compact hatch has been rather 
compromised accommodation. 
That hasn’t really changed too 
much. The I Series is still a bit 
more cramped in the back than 
something like a Golf. Never¬ 
theless, the cabin is a good deal 
better looking than most rivals, 
with a revision to the dash¬ 
board minor controls. 

The exterior styling is a bit 
neater, especially at the front. 
For the first time, full LED 
headlamps with low and main 
beam have been added to the 
options list, with Adaptive LED 
headlamps a further option. 

Slowly but surely, BMW are 
excising each and every flaw in 
the I Series’ makeup. While it’s 
still not the most elegant look¬ 
ing hatch on the market, it’s no 
longer conspicuously weird¬ 
looking. You could even call 
the latest car handsome, which 
would be a first for a I Series 
hatch. Where this generation 
scores is in building in so much 
value for the customer.

SCOTT Griffiths may have missed the crucial sudden death 
penalty but Luton exited the Capital One Cup with heads 
held high against Premier League Stoke City. 

The lottery of spot-kicks remains the most heart-breaking 
way to lose a cup tie, but after Town were booed off at lowly 
Yeovil on Saturday, they were roared from the Kenilworth 
Road stands long after the Potters had booked a third round 
date with Fulham. From zeroes to heroes, every single one of 
them. 

For once, the Hatters got a taste of last-gasp joy - after two 
late league capitulations - when Cameron McGeehan forced 
extra time to cancel out Jonathan Walters’ 67th minute 
moment of top-flight class. For a team that boasted former 
Barcelona man Bojan Krkic, that was it as far as quality. Luton 
made the Potters look ordinary. 

Most important of all, the Hatters may have just stumbled on 
a blueprint for their stuttering, winless League Two cam¬ 
paign. 

It should be a plan that, for Saturday’s visit of Portsmouth at 
least, does not feature club captain Steve McNulty - an 
unused substitute here - and ditches the three centre back 
system that has seen them lose two and draw two. 

Given the armband Scott Cuthbert kept City’s £10million 
man Peter Crouch virtually tucked in his back pocket. A gan¬ 
gly, acrobatic miscue and a back post header, which was 
clawed to safety by keeper Elliot Justham, were the former 
England striker’s only contributions on an evening of slim 
pickings. 

Luke Wilkinson joined him at the centre of a back four where 
right back Stephen O’Donnell offered width going forward 
and, despite the cruel twist of fate that saw him hit the bar 
with his spot-kick, Griffiths - so desperately out of sorts this 
season - redeemed himself, not only with a solid display but 
the crucial assist for McGeehan to force extra time. 


The former Norwich man, a 60th minute introduction, 
expertly took on the cut and thrust role of Pelly Ruddock 
Mpanzu, while solid foundations were laid by lung-buster 
Jonathan Smith and his calm and collected foil, Oily Lee. 
Handed his Hatters debut after signing a short term contract 
last week, the former Birmingham passer, looked instantly at 
home in the centre of midfield, offering an option other than 
a big hoof forward - that rather rarefied thing of the simple 
ball and an ability to retain possession. 

It was a highly valuable talent as a touch of the ball was 
something the hosts were desperately short of in the first 25 
minutes. The Potters passed rings around them but rarely 
threatened in the final third thanks to Cuthbert and co. 

When Luton did find some penetration O’Donnell kicked the 
ball out for a goal-kick with his standing foot just as he was 
about to pull the trigger. But after diligently chasing shadows 
in the opening stages, that was the start of more positive 


things from the Hatters with Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu leading 
the charge and bursting forward. 

In contrast, Stoke were largely wayward with shots from 
distance and even passes towards the end of the first half. 
Justham had only to push Jonathan Walters’ low shot away 
before the break and then deny Crouch after the restart. 

The keeper had little chance when the deadlock was broken 
in a solitary moment of Premier League quality as Stephen 
Ireland dinked a ball over the Luton defence to Walters, who 
sublimely lofted over the outrushing keeper. 

Town tried to respond quickly and substitutes Ryan Hall and 
McGeehan both forced saves from Shay Given, including a 
quick-fire double stop. 

Then, with one minute of added time played and the tie slip¬ 
ping undeservedly away from the hosts, Hall found Griffiths 
and the left back flashed a centre across the six-yard box for 
McGeehan to tap in at the back post. Cue pandemonium.

With another 30 minutes secured, Town manager John Still 
purposefully walked his side over to the raucous Hatters fans 
and conducted his team talk there, with Luke Wilkinson 
orchestrating more noise and the old 12th man effect to get 
them through extra time. 

Justham was need to keep out long range efforts from 
Walters and Ireland, but he was odds on to do so, while at the 
other end McGeehan hit the side netting as both side slogged 
towards spot-kicks. 

Given Luton’s propensity to shoot themselves in the foot at 
the death, hearts were in mouths in the final minute when 
Luton’s goalscorer conceded a stupid foul in the edge of the 
box but, after much jostling in the box, Steve Sidwell headed 
wide to ensure a spot-kick lottery.

“When you’re in a cup against a Premier League team 
it’s a win-win. The Premier League side are expected to 
come here and roll us over and we just had to play with 
confidence and a lot of belief that we could match them 
and we did that for large parts of the game. 

“I’m absolutely delighted with the boys’ performance, 
they were outstanding.” 

To cap an impressive personal evening, Cuthbert cap¬ 
tained the side in the absence of unused substitute 
Steve McNulty.

The Pompey substi¬ 
tute’s 90th minute win¬ 
ner was the third time in 
seven games this term 
that Town have conced¬ 
ed in the dying minutes.

Before Tubbs’ strike his 
side’s performance had 
offered only green shoots 
of recovery and they 
could have even taken all 
three points. Cameron 
McGeehan will rue that 
second half missed 
opportunity. 

Indeed, until that sick¬ 
ening finale, manager 
John Still’s midweek 
assertion that his side 
may get worse before 
they get better proved a 
playful little bit of reverse 
psychology. In the end it 
was a painful prophecy.
